In the April number we shall publish as a

and index, (4) index but no title, (c) title but 
no index, (7) title or index, or both, separately, 
and supply them only when specially requested ; 
(2) title or index, or both, separately, and in- 
closed loose, either in last number of the 
volume or some subsequent number. 

All such magazines should be on a “black 
list,” for unless the title and index are fastened 
into some regular number of a magazine trouble 
is sure to arise. If none are published the 
volume is of little permanent value; if issued only 
on demand, they are likely to be “out of print” 
when binding is delayed for any reason beyond 
a few months, or a second-hand set is bought. 
If issued loose in the entire edition of some 
number they are often mislaid before the binder 
gets the book and hence the condition of things 
is little better than if none were issued, and 
certainly worse if anything than where the pub- 
lisher sends only on a request, for then as long as 
the supply lasts copies can usually be had free, 
but if sent out loose in numbers, duplicate num- 
bers must usually be purchased — if possible. 

We know this list of delinquent periodicals 
will be very welcome; that it may be as full as 
possible in its first issue we earnestly desire the 
co-operation of any libraries which have a list 
of these “imperfect” magazines. Send us your 
list under headings (a) to (e) as above.
